Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kawai et 
al. (4,561 ,691 ). Kawai et al. (4,561 ,691 ) disclose a control device comprising an 
opening/closing member (1), an opening portion (3), an actuator (10, 11, 81, and 82) for 
moving the opening/closing member (1), an operational switch (50), a first and a second 
larger value (Figure 14, columns 7, 8, and 9) which detects an object within the path of 
the opening/closing member (1) thereby stopping and/or reversing the opening/closing 
member (1) based on a predetermined amount of time. 

The applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed 
persuasive. It appears that the applicant's arguments are more limiting than that of the 
claims. The phraseology "for...." and "wherein...." fails to positively limit the applicant's 
language because it merely recites the function of the control device and not the control 
device per se. Therefore, Kawai et al. ('691) is capable of performing the function, 
which the applicant is relying upon.
